AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE 3ERVICE OF PROCESS UPON
NON-RESIDENT PARTIES IN ACTIONS RESPECTING REAL
ESTATE.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesotu :

SrotioN 1. Any person or persons, co-partnership or cor-

the same, that service or process and summonasin any action or

or lien thereon, hereatter commenced in any of the eourls of
this State, in which such owner or claimant shall be made
a party, may be made upon such agent or agents as shall he
designated in such agreement, who shall be resident of this
State, and authorizing such agent or agents for such party or
pariies to admit such service of process or summons upon
him or them, and agreeing that the service of process or
sunumons upon such agent or agents shall be valid aud bind-
ing upon such party or parties. Such agreement shall desig-
nate such agent or agents, and the pluce of residence of such
Filingofnaree- agent or agents, and shall be recorded in the office of the -
ment luSecte: Seeretary of State, in a book to be provided for that pur-
office. pose, and heshall be entitled to demand and receive, for the fil-
1ng and recording thereof, and of. any revocation thereof, a
fee of fifteeu (15) cents for each folio of one hundred (1060)
words contained therein, Service of process or summons,
or of any writ or notice in such action, shall be made upon
the persun or persons su desighated as such-agent or agunts,
in the manner provided by law for the service of process
upon persons residing in this State, and shall be held and
deemed o valid and effectual service thereof upon such owner
or claimant in like manner, and shall have the sume effect in
all respects as if served personally upon such owner or ¢laim-
ant within the State ; but where such party in the action ap-
pears by his attorney therein, the service of papers shall be
upon the abtorney instead of the party, as by law provided.

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of summons in such action shall be made upon any person Service by
or persons, co-partnership or corporation, non-resident of this Bipieation .
